Months of record - breaking
drought and water rationing in
several cities have combined to
make the issue almost as prom-
inent as the spiraling of prices,
according to Raymond Matthew,
cnief engineer, Colorado River
Board of California.

“The protracted dry spell has
focused the attention. of our
people on the pressing problem
of water,” said Matthew, ‘Na-
ture has shown us with drama-
tic clearness what a disastrous
situation all Southern Califor-
nip. would be facing today were
it not for the supplemental wa-
ter supply we receive from the
Colorado river, The crisis would
be general, and not confined to
those few cities lacking a sup-
plemental source to tap when
needed.

“At the present time Arizona
interests are pushing a project
which could be supplied only by
water taken from Southern Cali-
fornia’s authorized share. If
this source is taken from us,
every farmer, every manuface
turer, every housecholder in the
area will face the peril of in-
sufficient water to meet a grow-
ing need at some future
drought period.”

The water question. is destined
ta play a leading role in South:
ern California until it is solved
permanently, Matthew asserted.

forces. “Service connection” is
established when a veteran files
a claim with the Veterans Ad-
ministration and the subsequent
check of his service records and
physical exam reveal the disease
or injury was incurred in the
service,
Veterans  with  “non:service
connected” diseases or disabili-
ties, if they do not need emer-
gency care, can be admitted
to a hospital only if a bed is

available and if they can not
afford treatment elsewhere,
Of the total number of

patients treated by the Veterans
Administration each. day ap-
proximately 29 per cent are ser-
vice connected cases and approx-
imately 71 per cent are non-
service connected.

In addition to hospitalization,
veterans with service.connected
injuries or diseases are entitled
to treatment in VA out-patient
cliniecs and, in some cases, by
private doctors. Out-patient
treatment is NOT available to
veterans with non-service con-
nected disabilities.

.1l|tmn1.1 may one day be
foreed to resort to water ration-
ing such as being practiced
in Santa Barbara and Ventura
was sounded here today by
Preston Hotchkis, president of
the Colorado River Association.

“Our only ssalvation from wa-
ter rationing today in many
Southern California cities is the
planning that was started in
Los Angeles 43 years ago, to
pipe in water from distant and
dependable sources,” Hotchkis
declared,

“It will shock many of our
citizens to learn,” he continued,
“that now our share of water
from the larger of these sources
~—the Colorado River—is threat-
ened by attempts of Arizona
interests to get more than their
fair share of that river's supply.

“Unless the men and women
of Southern California take vig-
orous action to protect their
Colorado River water rights,
they may as well be prepared
now for the day at some future
drouth period when we, too,
will be rationed.”

Fair and final settlement of
the water dispute could be
achieved, he asserted, by giving
the United States Supreme Court
the opportunity to hear both
sides and then make a decision,

Many Veterans
Migrate From
Eastern States

Veterans are still migrating
to Southern California in large
numbers, stated J G. Caldwell
today. He revealed that a De-
cember survey showed nearly
half of the veterans seeking
Veterans Service Center service
were from out of state, while
44 percent of the group had
been in Los Angeles County
less than six months.

The ten-day survey conducted
by the Torrance Area Veterans
Service Center, in cooperation
with seventeen other Commun-
ity Chest centers, checked 5,
761 veterans to discoyer the
state from which they were in-
ducted into military service, re-
vealing New York in the lead
with 14 percent of the total.

Twenty-three percent of the
out-of-state veterans had been
in Los Angeles County six
months to one year, with 22
percent of the group here one
to three years, Eleven percent
had been in Los Angeles more
than three years.

Caldwell stated that a change
in the trend of veterans’ mi-
gration in the past year was
indicated by the large propor-
tion of veterans coming from
the Atlantic seaboard and mid-
dle west, whereas one year age
the majority had been from
the southern states.
